HOW AMERICAN BREEDING RECORDS, BORN IN PHIL 
ADELPHIA IN 1815, CAME ON THROUGH SKINNER, 
EDGAR, STAFFORD, TAYLOR, HERBERT, 
WALLACE AND THE BRUCES 
TO THE JOCKEY CLUB

My contribution to Daily Racing Form of March L’ti. in which I considered the flaw in the breeding 

of Hanover connected with the p. dign Wild Medley, sir.- of Ophelia, his fourth dam. has I observe. 

attracted tin* attention of "Exile.” whose excellent articles on breeding subjects are so highly appre- 
eiatod by all readers interested in that side of tin* racing sport. Hi' comments upon my article contain 
many points worthy of attention and. taking certain of them :.s my text. I may beg tho privilege of a 
further statement. 

In the lirst place "Exile” has I cvidi ally mi'iiiformed in regard to the original date of publica- 
tion of tin* American Stud Rook. He '-t.vs: "American breeders . . failed to provide themselves 
with a means of properly registering their bloodstock until '<• late a date ,-i' lss|. The lirst volume of 
Rruee’s Stud Rook did imt appear until that date, whereas the lirst volume of tin* English General Slu.l 
Rook was published in 1'J7. There is absolutely no excuse far tin* failure of American breeders of blood- 
stock to make provision for a means of registration until ISM.” In view of sucli a misapprehension of 
the facts upon tin* part of so generally well-posted at: authority as "Exile.” it is perhaps a timely moment 
to relata the genesis of our American Stud Hook. 

As early as ls].1 efforts toward the publication of an American Stud Rook were made in Philadelphia, 
but never got beyond the stage of a prospectus. Rut similar attempts continued in subsequent decades. 
.1. S. Skinner of Raltimore in ls”9 began the publication of nis "American Turf Register and Sporting 
Magazine.” and he. too. projected a stud liook and issued a prospectus. Init never got farther with the 
work. In his magazine, however, lie recorded all the pedigrees that he eouhl obtain. Finally, in 1SXI. 
Patrick N. Edgar published his "American Race Turf Register. Sportsman’s llerald and General Stud 
Rook” olir pioneer «■ >1 1* ■< t i< 111 of pedigrees under such a till**. in 1 s:’*7 :ts a mall named Stafford ef 
Washington. D. ('.. entered the lielit. lie went to the extent of having several sample pages of his stud 
liook set up for ‘‘advance circular” pur|M»ses, but this was ns far as he ever got. 

A few years later Kcnjaiuin Ogle Tayloe. one of the most famous of our early authorities upon and 
writers about the thoroughbred, who contributed to Porter's old "Spirit of tin* Times.” over the pen name 
of "Observer.” decided t • • compile a stud bock, and did a large amount *>f research and collation. Refore 
lie bad completed it. however, he was obliged by pro- lire of other affairs to abandon it. and lie then 
placed his manuscript (nnliuished l in the hands of William T. Porter <>f the “Spirit." Mr. Porter was 
supposed to have turned il over to \V. II. Herbert, famous as • 'Frank Forester.” In his "Horse of Amer- 
ica.” published in 1 Soli. "Frank Forester” gives a list of ail stallions and mares that had been imported 
up to that date, which, he states, had been compiled from .*11 available authorities, lie does not mention 
the Tayloe manuscript, as it was unpublished, but doubtless lie utilized it. This was the first list of its 
kind ever published in book form, ami covers over luff pages of Vol. I of the work in question. "Frank 
Forester" dieti two years later and the Tayloe manuscript, which, in a way. must have lieen iimilii.ihl**, 
owing to its author’s opportunities and abilities, seems atxuit that time to have disappeared, for no trace 
of it could ever afterward Im* found certainly a great genealogical less to our racing breed. 



JOHN H. WALLACE'S SHARE IN THOROUGHBRED BREEDING WORK. 



!u the latter fifties John II. Wallace, thru living in Muscatine. Iowa, and a pedigree enthusiast. . 
conceived the idea of compiling a stud book, lie lmd been a student of racing genealogies for a number 
of yi ars and was a contributor to the "Spirit." tle-u. as it for many years had been and long con- 
tinued to remain, the chief exponent of America's sporting activities. Receiving considerable encourage- 
ment mid some tinalieial assistance, he s.-t to work and brought out "Wallace's American Stud Rook.” 
Vol. I., in lsi',7. after several years of compilation, the publisher being G. E. Woodward of New York. 
This was a large volume of over 1 IKK I pages, w* il printed and bound and with a number of steel -en- 
graved illustrations. Pages 9L'9 to lul7 were devoted to nil appendix of pedigrees of trotters. 

Wallace's work, though sincere effort to "lill a lo;.g-f<lt want.” was not a sucre". The compiler 
decided not to follow the English precedent of giving a list of mares with their produce recorded below 
their names, but listed all stallions in one alphabetical roster and all mares in another, with a separate 
additional li't of all those of both sexes whose pedigrees were not extended. This was not popular with 
turfmen and breeders who had become familiar with tin* English system, while tin* fact that tin* im- 
ported and native animals had not been ki pt separate and distinct was also unfortunate. Tin* venturi*, 
therefore, was a failure, and. while Wallace completed the inaniis-ript of a second volume, containing 
many additional pedigrees, and corrections of others, i! was n ver published, and he turned his attention 
to the compiling of an entirely original trotting stu.l book, which lu* entitled “Wallace's American Trotting 
Register.” This was an enormous suerc-s. lie published the lirst volume 111 1S71 and nine more between 
that date and 1S91. when lie sold out his business to an organization of breeders formed for the purpose, 
which paid him sjimi.immi cash therefor. 

There was, however, another reason, in addition to I hose given above, for the failure of Wallace's 
Stud Rook. In 1 sill Sanders D. I'.ruee had been born in l.exington. Ky. Ile began business life there as 
a crockery merchant am! later became the proprietor of the Phoenix Hotel, which for generations has 
been and. in ii' renascent form 'till is-, "horsemen's headquarters” in the Rluc Grass region, lie became 
prominent in local polities and was elected county clerk of Fayette bounty. When the Civil War broke 
out lie espoused tin* I'u ion cause, although his wife was a sister of the famous Confederate cavalry gen- 
eral John Morgan: while his own brother. Benjamin G. I truce, also entered tin* Confederate army this 
being only one of thousands ..r families of the “border states” divided against themselves by that con- 
flict. S. I). Rrnci* organized a regiment of Federal troops ami served with distinction until retired by 
illness toward the end of the war with tin* rank of colonel. 

Colonel Kriicc had always been an enthusiastic admirer of the thoroughbred, and early in life became 
deeply interested ill pedigrees. lb* recognized and deplored the lack of an American stud book anil de- 
termined to eonipih lu this held his lahm-s began as early as the forties, and lie continued them 

assiduously, accumulating, through * orrespotidcn. c. investigation and research, a vast amount of material. 

The war put a stop temporarily to his endeavors, but upon its conclusion in ixtil he removed to New York 
City and there founded Hie "Turf. Field and Farm.” which for over thirty years thereafter was one of 
tin* most influential of American sjsirting periodical'. lli> brother, benjamin G. Prime, remained in Ken 
tueky and at l.exington founded ami for many years edited and published tin* "Live Stock Record.” later 
known as i In * Thoroughbred Record.” ami still actively published in tin* interests of the thoroughbred. 

As soon as he had got the "Turf. Field and Farm” well established. Col. I’.ruee resumed the work of 

compiling a stud Imok and pushed it vigorously, his weekly being of great assistance to him in giving it 

tin* required publicity. lie had his tirst volume almost ready for the printers when Wallace anticipated 
1 , 1 , 1 , publishing hi' work, hut this spurred him to fresh efforts and tin* following spring, less than a 
year later— the preface is dated May I”. IMIS he brought out Vol. I. of "The American Stud Rook.” 

CHICAGO LEGAL BACKER AND CHICAGO PUBLISHER OF STUD BOOK. 

Rv curious chain of circumstances this hook was printed and published by K. IL Mvers & Co. of 

Chicago. Col. Bruce had to have tinancial assistance in his undertaking and * of his backers was J. J. 

McKinnon, then a prominent lawyer in Chicago and a breeder of thoroughbreds, he owning the stallion 
Red Eye, l»y Boston; the famous matron Magenta, by imp. Yorkshire, etc., etc. Myers & Co. were law 
booksellers and publishers and it was through the influence of McKinnon that they became the publishers 
of Rniee’s work. 

This original Vol. I. of Hrtire. now scare id ditlimlt to find, was a hands. volume, in get-up 

much superior to those which later followed it. It contained 649 pages, well printed upon excellent paper 
ami was illustrated with steel engravings, inn-traits of the most renowned British and American progeni-

Jockey Rodriguez lmd a field day. winning four 
races with Cobalt Lass. Sataua, Manocviv and 
IV i I ldo. 

Form followers received a setback in the first, 
race for two-year-olds when S. A. Clopton’s Repeat 
fail* - * to 'or**. Aunt Dcda. at bniative o.bls, took 
up tie* running early and held on gamely to the 
end. Outer K. ran forwardly throughout. Repeat 
met much interference, but finished a fast going 
third. 

Cohalt Lass, the popular choice, accounted for 
the second raei* in handy fashion. She moved to tin- 
front <>n the back stretch, and was never seriously 
threatened thereafter. Who Cares caught Most* 

tiring in tie* stretch, anil disposed of him and easily 
took second place. Most* showed the most early 
speed, toil tired in the final racing. 

Sataua. with a fine display of speed shot to the 
front al tin- start of the third race and held sway 
throughout . The Lamb, away flatfonted. matte up 
ground steadily, but tin* effort told and. although 
going fasest of all at lit* end. In* could not catch 
tin* flying leader, lietsjnda easily held third place 
safe from Peccant, which came from far back in 
the stretch.

LEXINGTON’S LEADING HANDICAP RACE

tors and racers from (In' Godolphin Arabian down to (lie date of publication. It was arranged on the 
model of the English "General Stud Book." the main body of the work being devoted to an alphabetical 
list of mares with their produce, extending to tin 1 end of the letter K. with separate lists of imported 
stallh-ns ami mares and an appendix of “Stallion- from A to K Whose Danis Have No Names.” 

Just previous to tlo- publication of this volume the late Joseph Cairn Simpson bad purchased a half- 
interest from Col, Itriicc in the "Turf. Field ami Farm.” He became interested in the "Stn-I Hook” also, 
and the “ITeface” to tilts Vol. I.. though ostensibly from the pen -,f Bruce himself, was really written 
by Mr. Simpson and Hint gentleman wrote me. some years before his death ill liHUI. tjnit In* wrote it on 
a train en mute westward from New York to Chicago. The statement is made in this preface that the 
compiler's effort had ei|iiale-l “the labor of Sisyphus.” and there is no doubt that Ibis was no exaggera- 
tion. for it represented over twenty years of arduous research and ventilation. 

Tin* publication of Brine's lirst volume was at least a “success of estimation.” ami lie went busily 
to work to complete the second anil liunl one. as originally planned. This took him live years, and it 
did not a pi -ear until ls73. In the meantime he and his Chicago associates bail fallen out ami an almost 
life-long feud between him and 4. C. Simp— ill eventually evolved from it. Bruce, however, got hold of the 
plates of this first volume and when lie brought out his second volume in 1*73 in New York under the 
"Turf. Field anil Farm” imprint, he reissued it. "revised and corrected” in uniform -tv!**. And in order 
that those who already pos— ssed the original lirst volume might not simply buy the now second and thus 
complete their set. he adopted the expedient of od-Cng to tin* "revised” lirst volume tin* mares under the 
letter L. As Hi** original book had only included those under K. it was necessary to have both volumes of 
tin* new edition to have a complete work. Another interesting sidelight is obtained by comparing tin* ded- 
ications of tin* two publications. That prefixed to tin* original Vol. I.. which, like tin* "Preface,” was 
written l*y .1. *'. Simpson, ran as follows:

HOW THE JOCKEY CLUE BOUGHT THE STUD BOOK FROM BRUCE. 

Tin* “revised and corrected” Y**l I of the "American Stud Bisk" contained ssl closely printed 

pages, typographically inferior to II riginal i— no. and without illustrations. Vol. II. contained t>37. 

As above stated, they appeared in ls73. but ill 1 sv ! a new edition, with some additional matter, was 
printed and this uinleiibteillv is what lias led "Exile” into supposing that America had no stud book 
until that date. 

As a matter of fact, a third volume had previously been puidi-hed in lssj. It ' contained 421 pages 
and the title page stilted that L. C. I!rm*e wa- co-editor- this was Col. Bruce’s son Leslie. It should 
also be noted that his brother Benjamin had assisted him in the compilation of Vol. I. and II.. but 
non etlieially . Vol. IV.. containing 5PN pages, appeared in lss4. tin* same year as tin* revised lirst two 
volumes. Vol. V . emit. 'lilting **: n ; pages. < am** out ill 1 sv.l . mill Vol. \ I.. containing 1.212 pages, ill INJI. 

The exjieuse of publication bail been great ami but for financial assistants* furnished by prominent 
breeders, including the late August Belmont. D. B. Withers. Pierre l.orillard and others. Col. Bruce would 
have been unable to continue the work. Shortly after the sixth volume appeared, or atNiut that time, 
this country experienced a great financial d**pres-i,,n. Equine values were among the first to suffer, and 
the “Turf. Field and Farm" began to meet with reverses, i oi. Brins* was tumble to carry the stud Book 

farther mi the former basis and emlea voreil to sell the priqierf.v to The Jockey Club. Tin* "inside his- 

tory" of this somewhat deplorable affair mssl net here lie gone into. Siilliee it to sa.i that the parties 
interested at last took their grievances into the courts and tie* verdict was in favm* of Col. Bruce. It was 
appealed. Imt the steward- of The Jockey Club, to the credit of their better judgment, decided to settle 
the ease cut of court and did so by paying Col. Bruce tin* slim of $35.lMIO and Isssnuiug tin* owners and 
publisher- of the "American Stud Book.” which lias since been tlndi* ntlieial publication. 

Such is tin* history of our standard repository of racing genealogies. “Exile.” as I think lie will 
gladly admit, has done American breeders and breeding sum** injustice in 1: is statement that no effort was 
made toward recording or registering our thoroughbreds until lss( 1 1*. also Inte rs under a misappre- 
hension in stating that the lirst volume of the English "General Stud Book" appeared in 1 sj 7. It was

"Another lmd feature of eastern racing is the 
serai riling rule, whereby horsemen arc permitted 
to sera i eh their horses up until a few minutes 
before post time. I believe that if the Kentucky 
scratch rub* was adopted, larger and better fields 
would be seen in action. There would In* 
few two and three-herse races, which 1ms often 
taken place, because the Kentucky- scratch rule 
was lacking in Ihe East. According to the Ken- 
tucky rule a horse cannot In* scratched after 10:30 
a. in. unless the thoroughbred ha- been injured or 
excused through illness. This rule 'would do away 
with the small fields that have paraded to tin* 
post in the past."

SOUTH SEA ISLAND FISHING EXPERTS 

Some Queer and Skillful Ways of Catching Fish 
by Pacific Ocean Sportsmen. 



The South Sea islanders are as adept at fishing 
as they are at canoeing. They gu out in frail 
canoes outside the reefs where sharks usually lie. 
anil catch these ugly monsters from three to fifteen 
feet long. Balancing with a marvelous ability no 
white 111:111 could ever hope to emulate, the natives 
will play huge captives on their crude hooks and 
eventually draw them alongside and kill them. 
Sone-t iiiies the Ixints are capsized. As the shark 
charges the man in the water, the man dives under 
it and rips open its stomaeh. I nfortnuately fur 
tiie islander, the sharks are very cunning, and gen- 
erally a dozen of thorn attack a man at mice, when 
of course he has not a chance for Iris life, and is 
quickly torn to pieces. Tin* shark teeth are used 

by Hi*' natives to put a cutting edge on their 

spears. 

The islanders troll with |iearl shell hooks to lure 
the albieore. Iiouito. sea pike ami corypluiena. The 
last named is the most remarkable of fish, changing 
all colors of the rainbow when dying. It has long 
been misnamed by sailors the dolphin. 

Many of the iiisl riinieiits used in making nets 

are almost identical with those used by the crofters 
in the north of Scotland. Thus we find that people 
separated hy the width of the world, of different 
race, color and intelligence, make articles almost 

the same. 

Many and ingenious are the fish traps used in 

the South Seas. Square traps are used by tin- 
natives of Washington Island and 1 lie Gilberts. 

They are made from limnlmii held together by coir 
string. Some are used to ca tell the castor oil 
fish, one very difficult to* take, as its habitat is 
a hundred fathoms down. The imps are similar in 
di-sign. The circular entrance runs ulmut three- 

quarters of the length of the trap and narrows 

gradually. Beyond its end bait is placed. The fish 
swims in. and passes out of the cinular tul>e into 
the larger confines of the trap. 

Trails are used by the Solomon islanders for 
taking small fish. The crab trap i-onsists of a 
small net inside which is placed a medium sjx,.d 
clam sin'll, rather a small one for in this part of 
the world clams attain to the weight of a ton. 
Til** shell inside tin* net is lowered to the bottom 
of the lagoon, opening automatically as it strikes 
the bottom. When a crab enters the net. the month 
of which is kept open by the extended shell, the 
watching fisherman pulls on the string, thereby 
closing tin 1 shell with the crab inside it. Kish are 
al'O speared by many of tlie islanders. 

Floats are also used by the Solomon islanders. 
Attached l*> the bottom of these floats are baited 
hooks. A fisherman puts n lot of .these out at 
utiee. lie knows a fi'li is taken when tlie float 
becomes violently agitated. It is made large ami 
buoyant enough to hold a fairly large fish. Thus 
by spear, net, trap and float do the South Sea 
islanders get one of their chief sources of food 
from waters abundantly stocked with a great va- 
riety of edible fi'h.

Publisher* at Ijis Angeles announce that the

would lie advanced May 1 from 3 to 5 cents on 
week days and that the prim- of the two after- 
noon papers now selling for two cuts would l«- 
advanced to three cents, while a third afternoon 
paper, now selling for one cent, would be advanced 
to two cents. 

Secretary of State Colby today refused to com- 
ment on tlie report from London that tlie I’nited 
States has sent a protest against the French occu- 
pation of towns in the neutral zone as a result 
of tlie German government troops advancing into the 
Ruhr district. "I cannot say anything at this 
time.” was the only comment Secretary Colby 
would make. 

Unless the Southern Pacific of Mexico Railroad 
and its striking employes come to an agreement 
and trains arc started running within seventy-two 
hours the Mexican federal government will seize 
the railroad and operate tin* trains with soldiers, 
according to an ultimatum served on both sides by 
federal judge Carlos Vclasgo at Nogales. Sonora, 
yesterday. 

Chicago began to fed the brunt of the “outlaw” 
switchmen's strike yesterday as attempts wen- 
made to end the blockade by rushing union switch- 
men here from out along the roads. As far as 
freight traffic is concerned the city virtually was 
isolated. Shipments of milk, butter, eggs, meats, 
other foods and fuel were held up by the strike. 

l'n Mi ll troops, under orders from Marshal Fuch, 
moved swiftly into tin* German neutral zone yester- 
day and occupied five German cities, namely. Frank- 
fort. Darmstadt, llomhurg. Dieburg and Hanna. 
Early reports indicated that the various occupations 
were accomplished without any opposition from tin* 
Germs us. 

Herr William Mayer. German charge d’affaires 
al Baris, reported yesterday that lie had received 
.1 noli* from Premier Milleraml stating that French 
occupation of Frankfort. Hanna. Darmstadt. Horn 
burg and Dieburg will end a* soon as tlie Gi rmaii 
troops are withdrawn from the Ruhr district. 

News of the French occupation of Darmstadt was 
received here al noon. The French Rhine fleet 
appeared before the town and troops quickly enlcreil. 
The French forbid the use of telephones and no 
further details have been received. 

Japanese troop' on Monday occupied Vladivostok 
after eight hours of severe fighting in all parts 
of the city.
